Turning over on its side a few 
hiinutes after midnight at the corner 
of 98th etreet and 109th avenue ford 
tar No. 8403 of William Thomas Mc- 
Cosham, 8 Trent apartment, pinned 
soth the owner of the car and another 
occupant, John Jergenson, underneath 
the machine. with the result that Mc-

When the police arrived on the 
scene of the accident, both mer had 
been rescued from their position under 
the car by three bystanders who ‘heard 
the crash and rushed to the assistance 
pf the imprisoned occupants.

Pherson. 
Jergenson resident of Junkins, Al- 
berta, and guest of the Leland hotel, 
was also removed to the Royal Alex- 
tndra in Andrew’s Brothers ambulance 
and was found to have a broken wrist 
and nose in addition to other severe 
bruises, ‘The extent of McCosham’s 
Injuries weré not definitely known 
beyond the discovery of a broken 
shoulder-blade and a fractured skull. 
Both men bled profusely at the time 
of the upset, great pools of blood cov- 
tring the roadway near the upturned 
tuto. 
Proceeding North on 98th Street, 
The auto ‘had evidentiy been pro- 
seeding north on 98th street when both 
tires on the right side of the machine 
blew out through a glass puncture or 
jome unknown cause, Thé momentum 
with which the car was travelling, was 
sufficient to swing the machine, when 
he tires blew out, to the west side 
of 98th street in a circular movement, 
itriking the west curb and rebounding 
o the east side of the street in a semi- 
tIrcle. The movement served to throw 
he car over on its side and pinned 
the two men underneath.

5 DISPOSED OF 


One Million Dollars Borrowed 
On a Basis of 5.40 Per Cent. 
Interest 


Another issve of Alberta 
short-term bonds, amounting 
to $1,000,000, was disposed of 
Wednesday by the provincial 
government. Hon. C. R. Mit- 
chell, provincial treasurer, 
says this second sale was made 
to the same company which on 
Tuesday purchased ‘the two- 
million dollar issue—a Tor- 
onto syndicate composed of 
the Dominion Securities Cor- 
poration, Wood, Gundy & Co., 
A. E. Ames & Co., and others. 

The price was the same for 
the second issue as that ob- 
tained for the first, being 
$101.57. These bonds are 3- 
year issues, carrying six per 
cent., which brings the cost to 
the province of 5.40 per cent. 
interest. The proceeds of these 
sales will be used for general 
construction work in the pro- 
vince, as part of the money 
being required for refunding, 
or payment of maturing de- 
bentures. : 


Toronto, May 6. — Alberta 
bond issues were disposed of 
quickly ‘in the United States 
market Wednesday, through 
a syndicate of Toronto and 
American bond houses. Only 
one bid was made for the $1,- 
000,000 issue. Later arrange- 
ments were completed where- 
by the syndicate which bought 
the $2,000,000 purchased the 
additional $1,000,000. 

At the price of $101.57 the 
province borrows on a basis of 
about 5.40 per cent. in Cana- 
dian money. Owing to the 
position of exchange, the 
bonds were offered in the 
United States to yield the in- 
vestor 71 per cent.

Edmonton received a musical treat 
on Thursday evening which has sel- 
dom falien to the lot of the city, when 
Leopoid Godowsky, rendered a. p!ano 
recital in Firgt Presbyter.an chursh. 
Godowsky is a name to conjure with 
in the musical world, and has been 
ever since he mage his first public 
appearance in his native town of Wil- 
na. From Dec, 6th, 1900, when he 
took Berlin by storm, Godowsky has 
held a premer place in pianistic 
circles ,a place which he not only has 
retained, but strengthened ag time 
g0es on. 

Mr, Godowsky is an unusual and 
highly individual artist, In his per- 
formances he always seems able to 
keep a comfortable distance ahead of 
all his compei.tors. Most virtuosi 
are not always punct!lious about strik- 
ing the correct notes, but even in that 
respect Godowsky comes up to the 
mark and at last night's concert, only 
two were heard, one in the Beethoven 
Sonata, and one In the second song of 
Chopin Liszt. 

He hag long been recognized as an 
exponent of the works of Chopin and 
Liszt. Last eveu.ig Mr. Godowsky 
brought his remarkable powers ae a 
master of tone gradation to bear on 
the Beethoven Sonata ,and gave a per- 
formance of jt such as has seldom 
been equalled. 

In his second group he found ample 
ecope to display he exqu site touch. 
In the Schubert-Liszt Ave Marie and 
Hark, Hark ,the Lark, and the two 
Mendelssohn songs without words, 
Godowsky, brought out that limpid, 
yearning and delightfully melod{@ 
tone which is forever associated with 
hig playing.

Ladies and Gentlemen, Citizens of 
Edmonton: 

“I feel intensely’ gratified at this 
moment and it iswith pride that I 
meet all of you today and I wish to 
thank you from the bottom of my 
heart for the kind expression of feel- 
ing you have made toward the great 
company I have the honor to repre- 
eent and for your several kind refer- 
ences to myself.

Mr. Tweedie’s proposal to ex-

The recall system is the anti- 
thesis of the system of representa- 
tive government. If all members 
were elected under recal! agree- 
ments Parliament would cease to 
he representative in character and 
become simply the executive agent, 
of the recall committees. It wonld 
in that case be composed of men 
who could neither think for them- 
selves nor interpret what they be- 
lieved to be the views of their con- 
stutients, but who must say and 
do what they were bid by the 
local juntas holding power to re- 
call them, without regard to either! 
sense or the consequence. 

That a parliament so composed 
could render public service, or 
would try to do so, is impossible. 
What would assuredly happen is 
that men of talent and self-respect 
would cease to offer themselves as 
candidates, and parliament would 
be filled up with spineless indi- 
viduals who for the sake of the in- 
demnity were willing to carry out 
the instructions of local commit- 
tees of men who knew less about 
public affairs than they did, and 
who might or might not be actuat- 
ed by disinterested motives. In- 
stead of being representative of a 
constituency the member of parlia- 
ment would be simply the delegate 
of a patronage committee.

acter. A ‘‘mandate’’ suggests a 
temporary authority, conferred by 
the Leagues of Nattons for a limit- 
ed period only. As such it promises 
far more trouble than profit to the 
holder. And at present most of 
the powers have all the trouble 
they want to undertake unless 
there is something in sight that 
may ultimately reward the effort. 
' The Allies had better drop the 
League of Nations scheme alto- 
gether so far as Armenia is con- 
cerned, and allow some. one of 
them to establish a protectorate 
over the whoie region and get 
done with the question. The Ar- 
menians are entitled to have peace- 
ful order, even if it has to be 
thrust upon them by a protecting 
power and in contravention of 
their theoretical rights to ‘‘self- 
determination.’’ And the world 
at large is entitled to a rest on the 
subject of Armenia. 

The Allies can settle the problem 
of the Armenian region now per- 
manently if they want to, by creat- 
ing a French or Italian or British 
pratectorate over the whole racial 
menagerie. °

The ‘‘Red’’ Democracy. 

Mexico is the oldest extant ex- 
ample of a ‘‘red’ democracy. There 
the people rule — in theory, 
through the agency of the most 
elaborate, and perhaps the most 
skillfully designed, written con- 
stitution that the human mind has 
yet produced. In reality the ruler 
at any particular time is the fac- 
tion, however small, that happens 
to have the most ammunition. ,. 

In that land of liberty when 
anyone gets dissatisfied with the 
existing order of things he does 
not wait for the tardy action of 
constitutional machinery to bring 
about a change. He gets down his 
rifle, takes to the sage brush, joins 
the hundreds or ‘thousands of other 
malcontents lurking there and be- 
gins ‘‘direet action’’ upon Govern- 
ment soldiers, railway trains, 
wealthy civilians, foreign travell- 
ers, and any other person or thing 
that comes within range, If in 
process of time it is'made to ap- 
pear that those who support the 
Government are likely to get shot 
there is a sudden disintegration of 
the Government’s following, and 
the first of the revolutionary lead- 
ers who gets into Mexico City pro- 
claims himself president.

TOVANCOUTER 


Noted Pianist, Missing Boat Con- 
nection, Made Air Flight 
Over Sea 


Leopold Godowsky, the world 
famous pianist and composer, who is 
to be heard in recital at First Pres- 
byterian church, is registered at the 
Macdonald... When seen by The Bul- 
letin Mr. Godowsky was sitting by the 
window basking in the sunshine and 
drinking in the balmy Alberta breezes. 

Mr. Godowsky was born at Wilma, 
{n Russian Poland, February 13, 1870. 
At the age of three he showed re- 
markable aptitude for tthe piano so a 
musical career was decided upon. 
Since that time he has been one of 
the vvorld's foremost pianists, going 
from pillar to pillar, always advanc- 
ing in his art. 

Mr. Godowsky came to Edmonton 
fom Victoria, where he gave. recital 
on May 38. Staying after the recital 
to hear Mra. Green, a former pupil, 
play, he missed boat connections, He, 
therefore, made the journey by way 
of a Curtiss aeroplane. The distance 
of 75 milea was flown in 47 minutes 
at an average altitude of 7,000 feet. 
This was remarkable as it was the 
first filght across the channel this 
year. 

Mr. Godowsky is to conduct a five 
weeks master piano course at Kansas 
City this summer. There will be 
about 300 pupils attending, only 15 of 
whom twill be players, t-he ‘balance 
being IMsteners. The players will per- 
form while the balance will listen to 
explanations by Mr, Godowsky of the 
mechanical, technical and aesthetic 
phases of the music. He is optimistic 
fegarding the musical aituation and 
thinks his coming to Edmonton is a 
forerunner of other first rate artists 
coming to the city.

ing for Wichita, Kansas, where, after

parations made for future labor legis- 
tion as it ie brought forward. 

The conference lasted from Monday, 
April 26 until Saturday, May 1Ist. It 
is anticipated that a future conference 
will be held to further complete this 
work with a view to having the labor 
laws of the Dominion and provinces 
such as will be more easily understood 
and applicable as a result of the uni- 
formity which will be brought about. 
Factory, Compensation, Mining and 
Industrial Disputes’ Acts were dealt 
with during the sessions over which 
Deputy Minister of Labor F. A. Ac- 
land presided. The Department of
